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Klan meet 
infiltrated 
by Blacks 


STONE MOUNTAIN, Ga 
(U PI) - 
The Grand Dragon of Alabama was just 
getting into his speech on “ the Jewish 
conspiracy and the Communist con­ 
spiracy” at the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan convention. That’s when 
someone shouted, “ There’s niggers 
here!” 
The Saturday night crossbuming was 
delayed briefly while klansmen punched, 
shoved, kicked, cursed and spat upon two 
blacks and five young whites who accom­ 
panied them into the white-fenced press 
area of the convention at the foot of 
Stone Mountain. 
As Imperial Klaliff James Lumpkin 
escorted the unwelcome visitors to their 
car, they were pelted with rocks by 
enraged klansmen. 
Only a few stones hit the intruders and 
their car There were no injuries. 
“ Now hold your tempers and act like 
klansmen.” shouted Imperial Wizard 
James R. Venable, an attorney who owns 
the suburban Atlanta cow pasture where 
the weekend rally was held. “ These 
niggers were sent here to provoke you 
into doing something to discredit the 
Klan.” 
Dr. Robert Pritchard of Baldwinsville, 
N.Y., said he and the other members of 
the Syracuse. N.Y.based Pan American 
Association came to the rally to “ study 
the resurgence of hate groups in 
America.” 
Pritchard, who is black, said he had 
Venable’s permission to cover the 
national convention for the Afro- 
American News Group in Baltimore. 
“ I had no illusions about what would 
happen, and I was not only interested as 
a newsman but as a man who loves his 
country enough to want to see its true 
face,” said Pritchard. “ I ’ve been a stu­ 
dent of the Klan for many years.” 
Venable denied giving prior atten­ 
dance permission to Pritchard. But he 
said the meeting was public and that any 
black reporters would have been given 
permission. But he said, “ As a rule, 
niggers don’t attend.” 
Pritchard said "many of the klansmen 
wer« very courteous. The Klan 
leadership cannot control its mob 
members, although Mr. Venable tried 
sincerely.” 
After the seven visitors departed, 
Grand Dragon George Killian of Fort 
Payne. Ala., said he had seen a similar 
incident in Alabama about 10 years ago 
“ and it turned out pretty much the 
same.” 
When interrupted by the unexpected 
arrival of the Syracuse group, he had 
been declaring to the group, “ The Jewish 
conspiracy and the Communist con­ 
spiracy, interwoven with the so-called 
civil rights laws, have broken the spirit 
of America today.” 


“ And when I say the spirit of America, 
I mean the Ku Klux spirit,” Killian ad­ 
ded. 
Fighting rages 
in Ecuador coup 


QUITO, Ecuador (U PI) - Troops of a 
rebel armored regiment captured the 
presidential palace in a bloody 11-hour 
battle today, but they in turn were sur­ 
rounded by reinforcements loyal to 
President Guillermo Rodriguez Lara. 
The leader of the rebels, armed forces 
Commander-in-Chief Gen Raul Gonzales, 
ordered a full-scale attack on the palace 
in the late morning after an estimated 
220 men of the presidential bodyguard in­ 
side, backed by 100 paratroopers, 
refused to surrender after a half day 
fighting that began around midnight. 
At first the rebels were repulsed at the 
door of the palace, but they finally 
managed to shoot their way into the 
building, witnesses said. 
But once the rebels got inside the 
building, they were surrounded and fired 
upon by troops of the Venceremos bat­ 
talion, based in the Quito airport, who 
had marched on the city, witnesses said.

Milk program for needy 
children set at schools 


Needy school children will get milk 
free or at reduced prices as a result of a 
program administered by Lompoc 
Unified School District, it was an­ 
nounced by Joe Carlin, district business 
manager. 
Children from families whose income 
is at or below specified levels are eligi­ 
ble for free milk, Carlin said. In addition, 
families not meeting this criteria, but 
with other unusual expenses due to 
ususually high medical expenses, shelter 
costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, 
special education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition of a child 
and disaster or casualty losses, are 
urged to apply, according to a fact sheet 
issued by Carlin. 
Children are eligible if they come from 
families with the following monthly in­ 
come and sizes: family of one with in­ 
come not more than $269; family of two 


with income not more than $353; family 
of three with income of not more than 
$438; family of four with income of not 
more than $522; family of five with in- 
c'odie of not more than $599; fmiily of six 
with income of not more than $676; fami­ 
ly of seven with income of not more than 
$746: family of eight with income of not 
more than $816: Family size of one in­ 
dicates a student who is his sole support. 
Application forms will be sent home 
with students. Additional forms may be 
obtained at each school. Information in 
the application is held confidential. 
Under the program, no child who par­ 
ticipates in the free milk program will be 
discriminated against because of race, 
sex, color or national origin.

Experts predict 
new baby boom

(U P I) - 
Demographers are people who study 
population trends, and two of them say 
they expect a “ mini baby boom" in the 
near future. 
Many women who entered reproduc­ 
tive age in the 1960s tended to postpone 
marriage and childbearing, but not per­ 
manently. according to a University of 
California research team. 
Now there is evidence these women 
are starting to make up for lost time, the 
researchers report. 
R eseearch e rs Ju n e S k la r, a 
demographer with UC’s Internaional 
Population and Urban Research, and 
Beth Berkov, an analyst for the Califor­ 
nia Department of Health, said that 
despite rather adverse economic condi­ 
tions in California, the birth rate in the 
state rose 2.3 per cent in 1974 for women 
between the ages of 15 and 44. 
The previous year, fertility hit a 
record low — 64.8 births per 1,000 women 
in the 15-44 age bracket in California and 
69.2 births per 1,000 in the United States. 
The researchers said they believe the 
birth rise is not just a temporary rever­ 
sal, and cited three reasons: 
— The increase occurred in the face of 
high rates of legal abortion. 
— It occurred even though the 
economic outlook was poor. 
— The rise came without an increase 
in the marriage rate. 
Recent surveys, the researchers said, 
show an aversion of most Americans to 
childlessness or even the one-child fami­ 


ly- 
In 1974’s Current Population Survey, 
more than three-fourths of married 
women under 30 who were childless ex­ 
pected eventually to have two or more 
children. 


“ If these young women are to realize 
their desires and expectations with 
respect to family size, they cannot post­ 
pone childbearing much longer,” the 
researchers said.

In a letter from Barry Coughlin, M.D., 
chairman of the Plan Development Com­ 
mittee of the Commission on Aging, 
Coughlin requested council support for a 
centralized area as a meeting place and 
service center for senior citizens and 
organizations. 
Stevens, two term mayor of Lompoc 
and organizer of the city’s downtown 
revitalization campaign, has submitted a 
five page report to the council outlining 
his thoughts on the necessity to tran­ 
sform Lompoc into a “ special place" for 
not only esthetic but business and com­ 
mercial reasons as well. The council and 
Stevens have discussed this topic before 
and will continue tomorrow night under 
the framework of Stevens five page 
resolution. 
In other business the council will: 
— View and pass on a bicycle licensing 
ordinance which calls for all bicycles to 
be licensed at a cost of $2 new and $1 
used. 
— Hear the question of a property 
nuisance at 403 North G St. 
— Consider purchase of a used water 
truck for the city dump at a cost of 
$8,500. The cost of a new truck would 
reportedly be $18,000. 


JERUSALEM (U PI) - Israel initialed 
an interim peace settlement with Egypt 
today that would bring American 
volunteers to the Sinai front buffer zone 
to help monitor a Middle East peace. 
Egypt announced it would also initial 
the agreement when Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger flies to Egypt 
tonight. 
"Having taken this step perhaps the 
parties will gain some confidence to 
take further steps toward peace.” Kis­ 
singer told reporters after Israeli of­ 
ficials put their initials on the pact. 


Under the pact Israel ceded Sinai 
desert territory, including the Abu 
Rudeis oil fields, to Egypt in return for 
Egyptian pledges not to use force, not to 
blockade the Red Sea, and to allow 
Israeli cargoes through the Suez Canal. 
The key proposal calls for up to 200 
American volunteers to operate three 
manned and three unmanned electronic 
early warning bases in a U N. buffer 
zone between the Egyptian and Israeli 
armies in the Sinai desert, battleground 
of four Arab-Israeli wars the past 27 
years. 


The key agreement provisions include: 
— Egyptian-Israeli conflicts and trou­ 
ble “ in the Middle East will not be 
resolved by military force but by 
peaceful means.” 
—Both nations "hereby undertake not 


to resort to the threat or use of force or 
military blockade against each other.” 
—Israel and Egypt will set up a joint 
commission and settle problems 
between them 
—"Nonmilitary cargoes destined for 
or coming from Israel shall be permitted 
through the Suez Canal 
—The two nations agreed the accord is 
to be renewed year by year but is open- 
ended 
—It is not a final peace agreement 
Under the agreement. Egyptian lines 
east of the Suez Canal will advance two 
to six miles and the U N. buffer zone will 
be expanded to 25 miles wide, giving 
Egypt an additional 400 square miles and 
the UN. buffer zone an additional 1.500 
square miles 
Besides the five-page agreement, the 
two sides agreed upon an annex detailing 
guidelines for carrying out the military 
aspects of their settlement 
It increases the number of troops 
Egypt can have east of the canal from 
7 000 to 8.000 and the number of tanks 
from 30 to 75. 
A senior U.S. official told reporters 
that this will complicate Israel s 
military posture in the Sinai but not 
damage it. 
The Israeli cabinet voted to accept the 
agreement in an 18-0 vote with one

School bells toll 
tomorrow for youth

More than 11.000 students are expected 
to answer the bell in Lompoc Unified 
School District's 17 schools tomorrow, 
along with 560 teachers and 300 other 
school employes, for the start of the fall 
term. 
The exact turnout of students will be 
watched closely by d istrict ad­ 
ministrators and school board trustees 
because of the impact on state and 
federal income. Most district income 
comes from the state: so many dollars 
per student-day of attendance. 
The student population at most grades 
is already fairly well known, but the 
kindergarten enrollment could vary sub­ 
stantially from previous projections; 
and there can be critical variations at 
other grades. 
The teaching staff includes about 15 
new teachers, or only a small percentage 
of the new faces in previous years. Staff­ 
ing is at 28 5 students per one teacher at 
the elementary level and fewer students 
per teacher elsewhere. 
The district has 13 elementary schools 
— seven in the City of Lompoc, one in 
Mission Hills, two in Vandenberg 
Village, and three at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base , two junior high schools, one 
in Lompoc and one at the Base; and two 
high schools, one in Lompoc and one in 
Vandenberg Village. 


All 17 principals are the same as last 
year: an^ most school programs are 
similar to last year s.

grade three. Title I. federal 
funded programs for economically

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Venezuela’s 
Gumersindo Rodriguez, chairman of the 
International Monetary Fund, said today 
"winds of change are blowing’ that will 
end the world domination of the United 
States and other industrialized countries. 
Rodriguez said proposals to dilute U.S. 
voting strength in the IM F and the sale 
of IM F gold to aid poor nations are only 
the first steps in uplifting poor nations 
where malnutrition and mental retarda­ 
tion are widespread. 
Speaking passionately from the 
rostrum at the opening of the IMF s 30th 
annual meeting. Rodriguez said the 
Organization of Oil Exporting Countries 
in the past year have shown rising con­ 
cern for the poor as a result of their new 
riches. 
Rodriguez said V en ezu ela’s 
nationalization of oil holdings and the 
quadrupling of oil prices by OPEC were 
necessary because the industrialized 
countries were improving themselves at 
the expense of poor countries. 
“ The old international economic order 
is passing through a grave cyclical crisis 
that reflects deep-rooted structural im­ 
balances ... All of us here are looking 
toward a different international order 
and a better one than has so fan held 
sway over the vast majority of the 
people.” Rodriguez said. 
Within the World Bank and the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund, he said, "winds 
of change are blowing that can guide 
us.” 
The opening session followed recom­ 
mendations by the IM F interim commit­ 
tee to dilute U.S. voting strength and to 
sell $4 billion in gold to aid poor Asian. 


African and Latin American countries 
The surprise developments were dis­ 
closed Sunday night by Treasury 
Secretary William Simon and in a com­ 
munique of the IM F’s interim commit­ 
tee. a group of 20 finance ministers 
representing a spectrum of the 127 IMF 
nations. 
The agreement of the interim commit­ 
tee was a surprise. IMF officials had 
predicted wide differences on financial 
issues might prevent any advances at the 


30th annual meeting The interim com­ 
mittee's proposals are subject to accep­ 
tance by the full IMF 
Simon told reporters the United States 
consented to a nearly one-fifth reduction 
in its voting strength — from 24 8 per 
cent to 20 per cent of all the votes in the 
IMF. 
But IMF decisions would now require 
85 per cent backing, up from the present 
80 per cent, so the United States would 
still have a veto 


Destruction of Oswald 
note under investigation 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The FBI is in­ 
vestigating the destruction of a note 
delivered to Its Dallas office by Lee 
Harvey Oswald several days before the 
assassination of John F\ Kennedy. 
F B I Director Clarence Kelley said 
Sunday the note apparently was 
destroyed after the assassination but he 
did not say by whom. 
The note warned an FBI agent not to 
attempt any further interviews with Os­ 
wald's wife. Marina, Kelley said in a 
statement. It did not mention President 
Kennedv and in no way "would have 
forewarned of the subsequent assas­ 
sination." 
Kelley said the FBI recently began in­ 
vestigating the 12-year-old incident after 
getting information about it from the 
Dallas Times Herald. The agency 
previously had "no information concern­ 


ing this visit and note in its records, he 
said. 
Oswald apparently visited the Dalas 
office "as the result of an interview by 
an FBI agent of his wife. Marina." in 
connection with an agency investigation 
of Oswald prior to the Nov 22. 1963 as­ 
sassination. Kelley said 
"Oswald left a note addressed to this 
agent and, although recollections vary as 
to the wording of the note, it was for the 
purpose of warning the agent to desist 
from further interviews of his wife." the 
FBI chief added 
He said "inquiries tend to corroborate 
that shortly after the assassination the 
note in question was destroyed " 
The Times Herald quoted FBI sources 
Sunday as saying agents in the Dallas of­ 
fice "have kept the incident secret for 
almost 12 vears "

controls go off today 


WASHINGTON (U PD - 
America is without federal oil 
price controls today for the 
first time since the Arab oil em­ 
bargo 
The nation's oil companies, 
wary of a potential compromise 
plan to reinstate the controls 
within a few weeks, appear 
likelv to steer clear of price in­ 
creases for the immediate 
future 
But the situation is much less 
certain for the hundreds of 
thousands of Americans who 
own oil-producing property and 
sell that oil to refineries for 
royalty fees 
Most of the royalty owners 
have contracts requiring they 
receive the top market price for 
the oil they sell 
That contract condition, de­ 
signed originally to protect 
royalty owners from oil compa­ 
ny moves to hold down their 
royalties by keeping prices low. 
provides a legal basis for those 
whose oil was selling at a con­ 
trolled price of $5 25 a barrel to 


demand the top market price of 
$13 a barrel 
About 60 per cent of the oil 
produced in America is sold at 
the lower price under controls 
The controls were voted into 
law in December, 1973. at the 
height of the Arab oil embargo, 
but were made retroactive to 
1972 price levels and required 
oil companies to keep serving 
everv customer they had in 
1972 
On Friday. Ford and congres­ 
sional leaders agreed on a ten­ 
tative compromise to extend 
domestic oil price controls for 
up to 60 days and then remove 
them over a period not to ex­ 
ceed 39 months - a middle 
ground between the six-month 
extension of controls sought by 
Congress and the immediate 
decontrol threatened by 
Ford. 
Federal energy officials said 
the compromise would be 
retroactive, thus preventing oil 
companies from raising prices 
immediately.

DETROIT (UPI) — A federal 
grand jury probe into how and 
why former Teamsters union 
boss James Hoffa disappeared 
more than a month ago opens 
Tuesday — and investigators 
concede it may be their last 
hope in cracking the baffling 
case 
Federal investigators said 
Sunday they hope the grand 
jury investigation will give 
them new insights into the case 
that began July 30 when the 62- 
year-old former Teamsters 
president vanished outside a 
suburban Detroit restaurant 
The grand jury is expected to 
take testimony from about 70 
witnesses over a period of two 
to three weeks. 
"We hope evidence generated 
by this jury, together with what 
investigators have, will provide 
additional leads.” said U.S. At­ 
torney Ralph Guy Jr, 
~ ’“ It is not receiving evidence 
for indictments.'" Guy Said "It 
is wearing its investigative 
cap " 
One key witness subpoenaed 
to appear, according to federal 
sources, is Charles “ Chuckie” 
O’Brien, a 41-year-old Team­ 
sters organizer and self-de- 
. scribed foster son of Hoffa. 
O’Brien, now allied with 
Frank Fitzsimmons. Hoffa s 
successor and rival in the 
powerful union, admitted ear­ 
lier he was in the same area at 
the time Hoffa disappeared, but 
he called it a coincidence 
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He also admitted he was driv­ 
ing a car owned by the son of 
Anthony 
“ Tony 
Ja c k ’’ 
Giacalone when Hoffa disap­ 
peared The elder Giacalone is 
one of three men Hoffa told his 
family he planned to meet the 
day lie set out for the Bloom­ 
field Township restaurant. 
Giacalone denied such a 
meeting was planned Authori­ 
ties refused to say if Giacalone 
has been subpoenaed to appear 
before the grand jury 
Reports in a Detroit newspa­ 
per last week said specially 
trained dogs using bits of Hof- 
fa’s unlaundered clothing 
traced his scent to the back seat 
and trunk of a car owned by 
Giacalone’s 20-year-old son, 
Joseph. 
Federal investigators say 
privately they think Hoffa was 
kidnaped and slain, probably 
because of his continuing in­ 
volvement in a power struggle 
to regain control of the 
Teamsters from Fitzsimmons, 
his one-time protege.

Bering Sea kills 10 


THE BETTER HALF

Teachers may strike 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (UPI) 
— A Wien Airlines F27 twin- 
engine plane trying to land in 
fog and drizzle on St. Lawrence 
Island in the Bering Sea slam­ 
med into a 900-foot bluff, killing 
10 of the 33 persons aboard, 
Alaska State Troopers said Sun­ 
day. 
St. Lawrence is 150 miles 
south of the Bering Strait which 
separates Alaska and the Soviet 
Union. 
Villagers from the town of 
Gambell, where the propjet had 
been headed, raced in all- 
terrain vehicles four miles to 
the crash site and rescued 23 in­ 
jured persons, who were air­ 
lifted 150 miles to Nome. 
From there the most serious­ 
ly injured went to Anchorage, 
the troopers said. 
“The weather was rotten and 
they had about a 400-foot ceiling 
at the time the aircraft went in- 
Cpl. Wayne Starr, a trooper, 
said he was told by in­ 
vestigators 
Three survivors were in 
critical condition Sunday night 
at Alaska Native Medical 
Center in Anchorage, said 
Elizabeth Forrester, a nursing 
supervisor. 
The hospital, operated by the 
Public Health Service, took 19 
of the survivors because most 
of the passengers on the routine 
50-miie flight from the village 
of Savoonga were Alaska 
natives. 
Ms. Forrester said more than 
two dozen doctors, including 
specialists, treated the sur- 
ooyprs. 
Both Savoonga and Gambell 
are on remote St. Lawrence. 
ITte island is part of Alaska. 
The only member of the four- 
passenger crew to survive was 
a stewardess, who was taken to 
Elmendorf Air Force Base 
Hospital. Three other persons, 
who were not seriously injured, 
were at Nome Hospital. 


Libertarian 


party fills 


1976 ticket 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Libertarian party completed its 
1976 national ticket Sunday by 
nominating law professor 
David Bergland, 40, of Newport 
Beach. Calif., as its candidate 
for vice president. 
Bergland is a faculty member 
at Western State College. 
Roger MacBride, a Charlot­ 
tesville, Va., attorney, was 
selected Saturday as the party’s 
presidential nominee in its con­ 
vention at the StatlerHilton. 
In 1972, MacBride cast the 
lone electoral vote received by 
a national Libertarian party 
ticket. Nominally an elector for 
Richard M. Nixon, MacBride 
instead voted for the Libertari­ 
an team of John Hospers and 
Tonie Nathan. 
Founded in 1971, the Liber­ 
tarian party’s basic philosophy 
is that individuals have the ab­ 
solute right to exercise com­ 
plete control over their own 
lives, liberty and property, as 
long as they respect the same 
right in others. 


State trooper pulls 23 survivors 
out of wreckage before explosion 


NOME, Alaska (UPI) - 
Gilbert Pelawook knew every 
living person had to get out of 
the plane crash on a remote, 
foggy bluff on St. Lawrence 
Island, but three members of 
the four-member crew were 
dead and the fourth was in­ 
jured. 
So Pelawook. a state trooper 
from the islan d town of 
Savoonga, pulled survivors out 
of the wrecked Wien twin- 
engine propjet himself. Only 
after all 23 survivors were out 
did Pelawood finally leave for 
the last time, just minutes 
before the wreck went up in 
flames, according to Bill Dann, 
executive director of the 
Norton Sound Health Corp. in 
Nome. 
Ten persons died in the crash 
Saturday. 


Dann, who coordinated the 
evacuation of the survivors 
from the town of Gambell to the 
mainland, told of heroism by 
those on board and of a mass ef­ 
fort by the town’s population of 
500 to bring the survivors down 
the bluff. 


“ The villagers had to carry 
their boats 500 yards to a small 
lake to get to the mountain, 
because it was too rough for 
any vehicle,” Dann said. "After 
they crossed the lake they had 
to hike three miles around. 


because it was too steep to go 
up the bluff. 
“ But 80 of the people in the 
town did it and they brought the 
injured passengers down,” 
Dann said 
At the site they found Gerald 
Koonooka helping give care to 
others, despite his own multiple 
injuries. Koonooka refused to 
leave the site until everyone 
else was down. 
Among those to make the 
hike up the bluff were a 
physician’s assistant, a village 
health aide and a public health 
nurse. Medical Staff flown from 
the program Dann directs 
waited at a school which was 
used as a staging area for the 
injured. 
“ Everyone helped. The whole 
town helped.” said Dann. “ All 
we could do was send in planes 
and doctors.” 


It took seven hours from the 
time the plane crashed to get 
everyone down the bluff. Then 
the survivors were airlifted to 
Nome and from there the most 
seriously injured were flown by 
C-130 to Anchorage for care at 
hospitals. 


The Wien F27 had been on its 
regular run from Nome to the 
island town of Savoonga and 
had been approaching for a 
landing at Gambell when it 
crashed.

Religious group leader 


dies as members watch 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Mem­ 
bers of a “ religious” group here 
w atch ed 
th e ir 
le a d e r , 
Yahowha, slowly die from in­ 
juries suffered in a hanggliding 
accident, then let his body lie 
untouched for 3*4 days, it was 
revealed today. 
Discples of the group, known 
as the “ Eternal Now,” say they 
picked up their leader after the 
accident last Monday and took 
him home to die. refusing to 
seek medical assistance be­ 
cause it is again st their 
religious beliefs. They say 
Yahowha died nine hours after 
the accident, which they viewed 
as a “ crucifixion.” 
The group said the 53-yearold 
Yahowha, whose real name was 
Jam e Edward Baker, fomerly 
of Los Angeles, insisted on be­ 
ing taken back to their Kailua 
home where he could be “ at 
peace.” 
Baker, who owned organic 
food restaurants in Los An­ 
geles, was sentenced to l-to-10 
years in prison there in 1963 for 
voluntary manslaughter in the 
shooting death of Robert 
Ingram, a 41-year-old builder 
and hotel owner. Baker pleaded 
self-defense in the case. 
In 1955. Baker, an ex-Marine 
and judo expert, was cleared of 
another charge after allegedly 
killing a man with judo chops 
during a fight in which the man 
attacked Baker with a knife. 
According to one of Yaho- 
w h a’ s fe m a le d is c ip le s, 
Moon, the two siayings were 


“ predestined.” 
Another disciple, a young 
man named Damian, said their 
dead leader has been resurrect­ 
ed and is now “ absorbed into 
the sun.” where he has become 
the "center of the universe.” 


Under a state law, deaths 
must be reported within 24 
hours. It has not been deter­ 
mined whether charges will be 
filed in the case, according to 
au th o rities, who said an 
autopsy would be performed. 
The disciples, though, quoted 
the Freedom of Religion provi­ 
sions of the Bill of Rights in 
defense of their actions. 


Meanwhile, the disciples are 
planning Yahowha’s cremation. 
They said they will "scatter his 
ashes to the four corners of the 
earth.” 


They also were excited by a 
newspaper report of a nova, or 
new star, that appeared over 
Hawaii.

to end the walkout. 
The United Mine Workers in­ 
ternational union had hoped to 
end the strike before a federal 
judge smacks a $500,000 fine on 
it Tuesday That hope appeared 
dashed Sunday when several 
UMW locals in Logan County, 
where the strike began Aug. 11, 
voted against returning to 
work 
A local union source said 
prevailing sentiment was to 
wait and see whether the 
federal government would 
agree to mediate a dispute over 
court injunctions brought by 
coal operators against the 
strikers 
UMW 
Secretary-Treasurer 
Harry Patrick made a weekend 
promise to ask the government 
to set up talks between the un­ 
ion and the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association in Wa­ 
shington. 


Strike leaders swore they 
would not return to the pits un­ 
til all court sanctions were 
lifted. 


“ The people from Logan 
County will be out because of 
the injunctions ... ” said Local 
1302 president Roger Thompson 
said after his 239-member local 
voted against his request that 
they go back to work. 
Thompson also said was some 
concern that had the Logan 
County miners voted to return, 
they would have blocked 
another faction of striking 
miners demanding a so-called 
“ right-to-strike” provision in 
the UMW contract. 
"A lot of good people could 
get hurt,” one Logan area 
miner said 
“ It could get rough.” said a 
spokesman for a coal company. 
In his visit to the coalfields, 
Patrick warned miners the 
government was “ talking about 
putting federal control over the 
UMW" and that the union would 
“ be damaged severely” if the 
strike continued past Tuesday 
— the deadline set by U.S. 
District Judge K.K, Hall, who 
said he would fine the inter­ 
n atio n al $500,000 u n less 
picketing ended by then. 
“ We must preserve and 
protect the independence of our 
union,” Patrick said “ We can 
only do this by returning to 
work and working as a united 
union to end the use of injunc­ 
tions." 


NEW YORK (UPI) - New 
Yorkers began paying more 
money to travel, and the finan­ 
cially harassed city faced fiscal 
pressure on yet another front 
today — a demand from its 
teachers for wage increases, 
and a threat to strike if the 
hikes were not forthcoming 
Even as Mayor Abraham 
Beame and his top aides looked 
for ways for the city to meet its 
September obligations, United 
Federation of Teachers Presi­ 
dent Albert Shanker said odds 
were "10 to one” the teachers 
would walk out when their con­ 
tract expires Sept. 9, one day 
after schools are scheduled to 
open 
In a television interview Sun­ 
day. Shanker said the action 
was threatened becayse the 
board of education has “ been 
holding very strongly to all of 
its dem ands." including in­ 
creases in teacher workload, 
workdays and class size 
A mediator from the state 
Public Employment Relations 
Board was assigned to enter the 
contract talks when negotia­ 


tions between the board and the 
UFT reached an impasse last 
week 
Shanker indicated the UFT 
might lower its demands or pos­ 
sibly make some concessions 
because of the city’s fiscal 
crisis "It (a new contract) will 
not bring about significant 
gains, like we’ve been used to.” 
he said. 
He suggested the teachers' 
opening demand for 25 per cent 
w age in creases over three 
years will be — or has already 
been — lowered “ We've never 
ended up getting what we asked 
for in the first place,” he said. 
Mayoral press secretary Sid­ 
ney F rigan d said Sunday 
Beame. his deputies. Budget 
Director Melvin I^chner and 
other members of the budget 
staff planned a Labor Day ses­ 
sion “ to see what else has to be 
done" to keep the city afloat 
The latest crisis appeared to 
be the worst. Many credit 
sources that bailed out New 
York with billions of dollars 
before seemed to have dried up 
The city, with a total deficit 


now listed at $3 3 billion, needs 
$886 million for its obligations 
just for the month of Septem­ 
ber. 
One source of additional 
revenue, an increase in transit 
fares, went into effect at 12:01 
a m EDT today. A ride on the 
bus or subway now costs 50 
cents, up from 35 cents 
Although the new fare struc­ 
ture officially takes effect to­ 
day. the Metropolitan Tran­ 
sportation Authority is continu­ 
ing its half-fare program for 
holidays The real increase will 
be felt on T uesday when 
workers return from their 
Labor Day holiday. 
Suburban train commuters on 
the Long Island Rail Road and 
Penn Central communter divi­ 
sions ran into fare increases of 
23 and 25 per cent respectively 
And New Yorkers driving 
home following the last three- 
day summer weekend found a 
costly welcome if they had to 
cross any one of the nine toll 
bridges and tunnels within the 
city. Tolls went up from 10 to 
100 per cent

Losing feminine softness 
Woman prison guard quits 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (UPI) 
- Wilma Schneider, the first 
woman guard in San Quentin 
Prison’s 124 years, says she quit 
because she was becoming 
hardened 
“ I was losing that softness all 
females should have. That was 
when I decided I had to leave,” 
she said Sunday. 
The attractive, 
32-year-old 
divorcee and mother of three 
was on the job for 30 months un­ 
til recently. 
She began work in a “pink 
pants suit because there were 
no uniforms for women guards 
at the time. 
“ When the inmates saw me,” 
she recalled, “ one guy fell down 
the stairs.” 
Then one convict on an upper 
tier shouted, “ Look up here, 
Honey, and smile.” 
After that, Mrs. Schneider, 
who became known as “ Willie” 
at San Quentin, said she had 
more trouble with the prison’s 
younger guards than with in­ 
mates. 
"When they saw that I could 
do their jobs, it really blew 
their egos. They thought this 
gal was out to burn bras. ” 
Bill Merkle, the prison infor­ 


mation officer who hired her 
when he was captain of the 
guards, said she took “ a lot of 
criticism and I have to give her 
credit for that.” 
Her presence at the prison 
brought a suit by an inmate who 
charged “ cruel and unusual 
punishment” because M rs. 
Schneider resembled his wife. 


The court dismissed the suit. 


Physical fear came to her 
only once, she recalled. One 
night during her first month on 
the job she heard footsteps 
behind her as she was walking 
down a dark corridor in the 
prison hospital. She turned and 
faced a heavy-set convict. 


"I wasn’t dreaming,” the 
convict said. "I did smell per­ 
fume.”

Unruh giving thought to 
making legislative return

officer shot; 
Rabies victim dies 
remains fair 
SACRAMENTO (U P l) - 
State Treasurer Jesse Unruh 
served as Assembly speaker 
longer than any other person in 
California history — nearly 
eight years Now. some friends 
say. he is tempted by thoughts 
of a legislative comeback 
The possibility of a legislative 
return unexpectedly surfaced 
last week with the death of 
veteran Assemblyman Edwin 
Z’berg, 49. who for nearly 18 
years served the district where 
Unruh now lives 
Elected to the state treasu­ 
rer's post last year. Unruh. 53, 
who could run to fill Z'berg’s 
unexpired term at a special 
election without giving up his 
current post, declined to com­ 
mit himself as a contender or 
rule himself out. 
Z'berg’s death left the 
Assembly at 54 Democrats and 
25 Republicans. 
But one close political associ­ 
ate said Unruh surely is con­ 
templating the situation and is 
being urged by some to take the 
legislative road again. 
Assemblyman Tom Bane. D- 
Van Nuvs. who served as a 


lieutenant to Unruh during his 
nearly eight-year reign as As­ 
sembly speaker in the early and 
mid 1960’s. said the ‘‘dull life of 
State Treasurer is not to his 
liking .’’ 
“ He is a natural born 
legislator and extremely 
skillful one.” said Bane, who 
once served as chairman of the 
powerful Rules Committee un­ 
der Unruh’s leadership “ Being 
part of the legislative process 
again is extremely tempting to 
him .” 
If Unruh. who served in the 
legislature a total of 16 years, 
decided to run he could face a 
$13.880 a year pay cut. He could 
also face a big slate of 
Democratic candidates in the 
4th Assembly District race, 
possibly including Z’berg’ 
widow. Edna Merle. 
“Some people asked if h 
would take a reduction in salary 
to become a legislator,” said 
Bane “ Having taken a tremen­ 
dous salary reduction myself to 
become part of the legislative 
process again. I’m sure he feels 
the same emotion about the 
job.” 
As state Treasurer Unruh 


makes $35,000 a year. As a 
legislator he would make 
$21.m

Brown signs 
bill delaying 
offshore oil 


SACRAMENTO (U P Il - 
Legislation designed to delay 
for two years offshore oil 
development in California has 
been signed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. 
The moratorium is intended 
to give the state time to 
negotiate with the federal 
government the placement of 
offshore pipelines and plat­ 
forms 
Authored by Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin. D-San Bernar­ 
dino. the measure (AB180 > 
prohibits construction or expan­ 
sion of pipeline facilities across 
California beaches until 1978. 
Brown signed the bill Saturday. 


The governor has termed as 
"precipitous” planned drilling 
on 1.6 million acres of federal 
tidelands. He also has said he 
wants to negotiate “ some 
protections for California.” 
During a recent visit with 
Brown. Royston Hughes, assist­ 
ant U.S. interior secretary, said 
a law such as the one the gover­ 
nor signed “ would not neces­ 
sarily hold up the develop­ 
ment” on federal tidelands. 
He said development of 
California leases would take at 
least six years. 


In October, the federal 
government plans to lease 1.6 
million acres of offshore lands 
for oil development 


The moratorium imposed by 
the law would last until 1978 or 
until the legislature approves a 
coastal zone preservation plan 
under consideration by the 
state Coastal Zone Commis­ 
sion.

Sequoia 
fire rages 


P O R T E R V IL L E , 
C alif. 
(U PI) — Wind fanned a fire on 
two fronts in the Sequoia 
National Forest Sunday, 
spreading it to an estimated 
11.000 mountain acres. 
The blaze was in terrain so 
steep that motor vehicles could 
not negotiate it and a pack train 
of horses and mules struggled 
through the thick smoke to br­ 
ing in supplies for the 1,800 men 
working in fire crews, a U.S. 
Forest Service spokesman said. 
A carelessly tended campfire 
apparently touched off the fire 
Thursday at the forks of the 
Kern and Little Kern rivers, an 
estimated 35 miles east of here. 
“ It's burning on two fronts 
now.” the spokesman said. “ In 
the Kern drainage and along 
Soda Creek, into the Forest and 
Beach camping areas.” 
Winds of 15 to 20 miles an 
hour fanned the fire as it burned 
on both sides of the Kern River 
Canyon. Hiking trails around 
the blaze were closed.

only Spanish, kept an almost 
constant vigil at her bedside at 
the sprawling County USC 
Medical Center 
Late in the week a spokes­ 
man said doctors were gaining 
a little more hope each day that 
the girl might become the third 
person in history known to sur­ 
vive a case of rabies that had 
moved into the symptoms 
stage 
But Miss Vasquez suffered 
two cardiac arrests Saturday 
night, and a third attack Sunday 
morning took her life. 
Dr Webrle. chief of pedia­ 
trics at the hospital, said her 
body had indeed began to build 
up antibodies. But he said 
physicians were unable to 
stablize “ each of the deranged 
svstems "

Rams overrun Chiefs 


KANSAS CITY. Mo. (UPI) - Kansas City Chiefs coach Paul 
Wiggin wanted to use Saturday’s exhibition game against the 
Los Angeles Rams for another study of his uncertain quarter­ 
back situation But the Rams wouldn't cooperate. 
The Rams’ ball-hogging offense collected 387 yards in their 
14-6 victory over the rebuilding Chiefs, and all but 120 of those 
yards came on the ground. Kansas City couldn’t do much 
against the résiliant Los Angeles defense either. 
“ I don’t think our quarterbacks really had a fair chance. 
Wiggin said after the game. “It certainly didn’t ease our deci­ 
sion If the season started next week, I couldn’t say who would 
start at quarterback ’’ 


Tony Adams and Len Dawson split the signal calling in the 
game, with Mike Livingston and rookie Mike Nott watching 
from the sidelines At least one will be gone by the start of 
preseason, and Wiggin has yet to choose a starter 


Adams could not generate a sustained first half offense, and 
Dawson was the victim of Los Angeles ball control, particular­ 
ly in the third quarter. The Rams held possession more than 11 
minutes of the period, mostly for a 16 play, 83 yard drive capped 
by Cullen Bryant’s two yard touchdown run. 
Only Dawson’s 28-yard touchdown strike to Ed Podolak late in 
the game averted a shutout. 


Wiggin said he was particularly worried about the perfor­ 
mance of his kicking unit. The Chiefs squandered a 45-yard Jan 
Stenerud field goal to take a penalty against the Rams, but 
several plays later a 25yard Stenerud attempt was blocked. The 
extra point try after Podolak’s score also was blocked. 
Despite the setback, the first year Chiefs coach said he will 
move ahead with his plan to phase out the player evaulation 
stage of preseason and to start concentrating on unit develop­ 
ment 
‘We didn't get all the things accomplished that we wanted 
to."

Pac Eight, Big 10 losers 
can now play post season

It’s official now. Pacific Eight and Big 
Ten schools can compete in post season 
football games even if they don’t finish 
first in their conference. 
But Big Ten Commissioner Wayne 
Duke was quick to point out Sunday that 
the Rose Bowl, the contest the pits the 
conference winners against each other, 
is still “the best show in town.” 
Duke announced the policy change 
jointly with Pac 8 executive director 
Wiles Hallock during media tours of con­ 
ference schools. Duke was at Purdue 
University in Lafayette, Ind., and 
Hallock was at the University of Oregon 
in Eugene. 
The Big 10 and Pac 8 had been the only 
conferences in the country which limited 
football teams in the conference to one 
bowl game. 
Because of the limitation to Rose Bowl 
competition. Michigan was unable to 
participate in a bowl in any of the last 
three years—even though it finished high 
in the national rankings and shared the 
conference championship each season 
with Ohio State. 
Hallock said the Pac 8 will have no 
restrictions on bowl participation by its 
members except that the conference 
winner will continue to play in the Rose 


Bowl and no member may accept a bowl 
bid before the NCAA deadline of 6 p.m. 
the third Saturday in November —Nov. 
15 this year. 
Duke said a team cannot accept an in­ 
vitation to play in a bowl scheduled prior 
to Dec. 26. He added the Big 10 will not 
permit its members to accept bids 
before Nov. 26 and its third place school 
may not accept or reject a bid until the 
second place school has acted on any 
bowl bids it receives. 
Duke said all invitations to schools in 
his conference must be channeled 
through the commissioner’s office, ad­ 
ding that this was only a “clearing house 
procedure. It’s only that the bowls work 
through our office,” he said. 
The two conference officials said talks 
aimed at lifting the conferences’ ban on 
other bowls for member schools had 
been going on for at least three years. 
Hallock said the “cooperation, under­ 
standing and empathy of the tournament 
of roses” had helped make the change 
possible. He said NBC-TV, which 
televises the annual Jan. 1 game, also 
was “ thoroughly receptive to con­ 
ditions” which led to the change. 
He said NBC’s “Rose Bowl television 
rights and fees are not affected by the 
new policy.” 
Unser thanks his tires 
for split-second victory 


FLOWERY BRANCH, Ga. (UPI) — A1 Unser says tires made the difference in his 
rainsoaked, split-second victory Sunday overBrian Redman of England in the 100- 
mile Road Atlanta Formula 5000 race. 
Coming into turn 12, the last on the twisting Atlanta Road course before cars roar 
down the front straightaway, Unser pulled ahead of Redman. He managed to beat 
him by only one-tenth of a second. 


“I took it easy during most of the race, trying to save my tires,” Unser said. “I had 
more traction when it counted.” 
A midafternoon thunderstorm drenched drivers and spectators and caused more 
than an hour and a half delay in the start of the race. The water on the track slowed 
speeds considerably, with England’s Jackie Oliver turning an average speed of 107.74 
miles per hour to set the race’s fastest lap. 
Unser and Redman each had average speeds of 89.34 m.p.h. for the course. 
Mario Andretti, Unser’s racing teammate and the fastest qualifier in the race, zip­ 
ped through the twisting course at 123.07 m.p.h. Saturday in qualifying, breaking the 
old record of 122.41 m.p.h. set in 1973 by the late Mark Donohue. 
During the beginning few laps, Unser spun out on turn one, losing his No. 2 starting 
spot. But most of the crowd didn’t see the incident and protested loudly when the 
pack came around again and Unser was missing from his spot. 


Barbara Clarke 
Local woman, 43, 
pedals 1,000 miles

If you are in your forties and feel inert, you’re doing something wrong. Forty- 
three year old Barbara Clarke of Vandenberg Village just returned from a 1,000 
mile, five week bicycle trip feeling elated. 
She went alone and the only problems she confronted were a flat tire, two 
broken spokes, and some busted shoelaces. 
“I tell you it is a great feeling in riding a bike out there,” she said over the 
phone “ People don’t realize what freedom there is.” 
Barbara left on July 26 and took the coast route to San Diego, turned inland 
and went through Anaheim and Riverside to Lancaster, pedaling over Cojan 
Pass back toward the Central Coast. She arrived in town on Aug. 25. 
She traveled between 75 and 85 miles per day on the average and carried a 
minimum 30 pounds of provisions on her ten-speed. She breakfasted light on an 
Egg McMuffin or a Breastfast Jack and ate a lunch of yogart, fruit, and a sweet 
out of grocery stores. 
Fortunately, she knows a lot of people in Southern California and spent every 
night at a friend’s home except for two evenings at a motel. She slept five 
nights on a floor in Dan Diego in a sleeping bag. 
Don't think Barbara has lived most of her life on a ten-speed because she 
hasn’t. She began riding three years ago — about the time she kicked a two 
pack a day smoking habit. 
She logged 20 riding miles a day for a month in the valley to prepare for the 
trek instead of the 10 miles a day she rides normally going to and from work in 
Lompoc where she works as a school bus driver. 
During the trip. Barbara was on the road at daybreak and off at 2 or 3 that 
afternoon when motor vehicle traffic began thickening. 
“The whole thing was interesting. The early morning hours were the most 
beautiful time of the day/’ she remarked enthusiastically. 
The over forty rider admits being apprehensive about taking the trip alone, 
but it was either go alone or not at all because there was no one around she 
knew with the free time or riding experience to make such a journey. 
Next summer, however, the story will be different. She plans on joining the 
Bike Bicentennial ride from Oregon to Virginia and will have miles of company 
then.

The water rebellion 


■ Rebellion is brewing in Mission Hills 
over control of the foundering Mission 
Hills Water Co. 
Home owners in that unincorporated 
area have subscribed several thousand 
dollars in individual donations and 
retained an attorney to stop a legal shift 
in company status orchestrated by utility 
m agnate Anton C. 
G am ier, the com ­ 
p a n y ’s 
m a j o r i t y 
stoclcholder. 
The fear behind the 
insurrection is that 
Gamier is maneuver- 
ing 
to 
sell 
the 
organization’s assets 
out from under the 
feet of the home 
owners, leaving them 
with only the bankrupt 
.shell of a company. 
Spokesmen for the 
Gamier utility empire, of which the Mis­ 
sion Hills company is but a small 
province, say this is not true. The move 
to have the company declared a state- 
regulated public utility is only to clarify 
the company’s legal position, they say, 
and will benefit residents. 
Banded together under the Mission 
Hills Community Council, the home 
owners have sued Gamier for cash 
damages, some of them claiming that 
when they were bought their property it 
was represented to them that they were 
also buying a share of their own mutal 
water company, to be controlled by area 
residents. 
What residents really got was not 
collective ownership of the company but 
1/100 of a share of stock apiece. Of the 
company’s total of 398.27 shares of stock, 
the 725 residents own 9.08 shares. The 
remaining 389.19 belong to the Gamier 
interests. 
In another aspect of their legal offen­ 
sive. the Mission Hills land owners are 
claiming that alleged misrepresenta­ 
tions about stock ownership and com­ 
pany control at the time they bought 
their homes should legally make them 
the sole rightful owners of the water 
company. 
Mission Hills Water Co. was originally 
incorporated in 1911 as the Temple Ave. 
Mutual Water Co. The company’s name 
was changed in 1959, by which time Gar- 
nier interests had acquired it, but it 
remained and still is a mutual water 
company By law. a mutual is a company 
that is not in business to make profit but 


only to provide s e r v ic e to its 
stockholders and pay for expenses. The 
company provides service to the Mission 
Hills area, to an area in Santa Ynez and 
one in Salinas. Some home owners com­ 
plain that the service is poor and eouip- 
ment remains unrepaired for 
ong 
periods. 
The Salinas arm of the company has 
long operated at a loss and money from 
local rate payers has gone to shore it up. 
Now, both the Mission Hills and Salinas 
operations are in the red, with negative 
net worths. 
It would seem that there would be lit­ 
tle point in owning majority control of a 
mutual water company, since by law it 
cannot yield a profit. But Gamier’s 
critics say there are ways such a com­ 
pany can be profitably raped. One way is 
to charge high salaries against such a 
firm's operating expenses. Another is to 
manage the firm to pay high prices for 
equipment and services provided by 
another company you own. In their suit, 
the property owners are alledging that 
this may have happened to their local 
water company. The Missimi Hills Water 
Co. is in debt to Valinda E ^ineerii^ Co., 
for example. Valinda Engineering is also 
owned by Gamier. The court will deter­ 
mine whether the engineering firm 
provided needed service to the utility at 
reasonable cost or merely acted as a 
siphon to drain money from it. 
Another way to squeeze a profit from a 
mutual utility, say sources close to the 
case, is to run it into the red and violate 
the state corporations code and then 
have the California Public Utilities Cwn- 
mission adopt the company as a state- 
reflated public utility — that is, a 
private, profit making firm. 
If the company is in poor enough condi­ 
tion, is losing money and has already 
violated its legal status as a mutual com­ 
pany anyway, the PUC may be moved to 
take it under its regulatory wing to clear 
up the legal situation and protect the 
company’s shareholder-customers. 
If the company is in the red, the PUC 
would dien be required to approve a 
water rate hike to allow the company 
owners a fair return on investmmt. A 
vote of the shareholders would no longer 
be required to raise rates. Also, the com­ 
mission could disallow certain of the 
company’s outstanding debts to allow it 
to begin its career as a regulated public 
utility on a sound financial footing. 
Finally, with all of these matters 
tidied up. the company (xnild be sold.

This, claims a source at the heart of the 
Mission Hills rebellion, is Garnier’s 
scenario. The court, a f in. will deter­ 
mine whether or not this is true. 
The Gamier Interests have asked the 
PUC to split the Mission Hills and 
Salinas Systems and to transfer all the 
assets — but not all of the debts — of 
Mission Hills Water Co. into two new 
firms to be named the Mission Hills 
Utility Co. and the Salinas Hills Water 
Co. Home owners in Mission Hills will be 
left with a minority ownership in the 
Mission Hills Water Co. which would 
now be a holding company wiUi no assets 
and several large debts. Residents would 
not be personally responsible for the 
debts, but their water company would 
certainly go bankrupt and what voice 
they once had in the management of 
their water utility will have evaporated. 
Spokesmen for the Gamier interests 
say that their petition to have the com­ 
pany split and the new firms declared 
public utilities is intended to clear up the 
legal tangle surrounding their status and 
to afford rate payers the protection of 
the PUC. They deny there have been 
misrepresentations to the Mission Hills 
home buyers. 
If the suit lasts for as long as two 
years, which is predicted, the legal costs 
for the 370-odd home owners who have 
joined the fray will be high, especially 
considering the fact that they’ll probably 
be paying for the lawyers on both sides. 
The issue is very complicated. But the 
landowners’ feeling about it is very 
direct: 
‘‘The People of Mission Hills feel that 
the water Company belongs to them and 
they don’t like the idea that it’s being 
taken away from them ,” said Bill 
Holmes, president of the Mission Hills 
Community Council. 


MEXICO CITY. - Mexicans quite 
naturally resent the United States, for 
reasons good and bad. We have for many 
years hung ponderously over the 
hemisphere as the Colossus of the North. 
When, a generation ago, I was a 
schoolboy here, protocol rigidly required 
that we be referred to not simply as 
‘‘americanos” — the 
Mexicans too, by 
geographical disposi­

was it satisfactory to 
refer to us as ‘‘Los 
E stados U nidos.” 
Because, after all, 
Mexico is officially 
called ‘‘Los Estado 
Unidos” — de Mexico. 
They settled in those 
days for calling us 
‘‘norte americanos,” until inflexible con­ 
tinental realities finally overwhelmed 
cultural nationalism. After all, the Mex­ 
icans are as much North Americans as 
we are — and as the Canadians are. 
Actually it got worse. Suddenly Mexico 
discovered that south of her border — 
about which less has been said in song, 
verse, and battle-cry than about the 
southern boundary of the United States 
stretching across Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona and California and imposed by 
our jingoist great-grandparents — hum­ 
ble Guatemalans, when they speak about 
the Colossus of the North are referring to 
— Mexico. That, for Mexican officials, is 
both flattering — and cruel. 
Mexico is a very big country. In some 
respects, it is much, much, too big. 
Statistics hereabouts tend to be impres­ 
sionistic, but it is not disputed that Mex­ 
ico today is a country of about 65 milIi(Hi 
people. Their birth rate, at 3.5% per an­ 
num, is about as large as that of any 
country in the world. Fifty per cent of its 
population is less than 21 years old, a 
huge economic burden on a very poor 
country. Its splendid rate of economic 
growth is owing to three factors. In the 
order of their importance: 1) political 
stability (i.e., a political ‘‘democracy” 
dominated by a single party which.

Dear Sir: 
An open letter to the members of the 
Lompoc Unified School District Board: 
I regret that 1 was unable, through a 
sudden and unexpected lack of gasoline, 
to attend Tuesday’s meeting concerning 
the establishment of a fundamental 
school here in Lompoc. I cannot see any 
sound, rational reason for such an under­ 
taking. We live today in a technologically 
oriented society, where progress is vital 
to the very existence of said society. To 
meet the ever-increasing need for 
technological developm ent, our 
educational institutions must supply the 
proper educational basis from which our 
future achievements can be constructed. 
Such activity will not be limited to strict­ 
ly pragmatic accomplishments, but 
philosophical changes in the structure of 
society must be prepared for as well. 
The basis, the f(Hindation for all such 
changes in society is laid out before us in 
our formative years, during what many 
term as our period of ‘‘elementary 
education.” Open-mindedness and adap­ 
tability are the prerequisites for meeting 
the future needs of our culture, and in 
facing changes in the cultures of others. 
The institution of the kind of fun­ 
damental education proposed by the 
Concerned Parents for Quality Educa­ 
tion will not provide, through teaching 
the ‘‘3 R’s” a proper foundation for deal­ 
ing with all that will be required of these 
children when their time comes to take a 
hand in their own future. If we are to pre­ 
vent tl№ stagnation of our society by the 
creation of such an educational system, 
then we must be sure that we do all that 
is necessary to stop such a stifling of our 
sociological growth. The idea of 
emphasizing ‘‘high morals,” ‘‘strict dis­ 
cipline,” and “patriotism” is both under- 
sirable and unworkable. I will challenge 
anyone to define for me any one of these 
terms in a totally objective manner. It 
must be dijective; without an objective 
standpoint we will be reduced to the 
level of Fascist Italy under the dreaded 
Benito Mussolini. Who can say what are 
high morals without thinking of his/her 
own personal preferences or desires? 
How can one person say what it means to 
be patriotic without running the risk of 


although humorless in its insistence on 
remaining in power, is not insensitive to 
popular impulses); 2) a wealth of 
national resources; and 3) a substantial 
revenue from the United States of North 
America — the nation bounded on the 
north by Canada, and on the south l5y 
Mexico — from tourists; and from in­ 
vestors. 
To maintain the desired rate of 
economic growth, Mexico counts for ten 
per cent of its capital on American in­ 
vestors. By and large the money has 
been coming in, though Mexicans of­ 
ficials were frightened last year by a 
certain edginess in American invest­ 
ment. They argue into the night whether 
that variness was the result of the 
general depression, which hit the United 
States so hard; or whether it was also in 
part owing to the truculent anti­ 
capitalism of President Echeverría, 
who, like President Richard Nixon com­ 
plimenting Chou Enlai on the great 
socialist achievements of modern China, 
demands to be taken seriously by 
diplomats, and not at all seriously 1^ 
businessmen. 
President Edieverria, if he cmild 
arrange it, w<Hild suppress his own 
speeches in selected quarters. If an ink 
were develq>ed which would fade into in­ 
visibility when transcribed into English, 


Echeverría would joyfully use it. 
On the other hand, there is always the 
problem of Mexican gravity. They are a 
people with a superb sense of humor who 
are delighted by all stories told at their 
expense, the only rule being that they 
must be told by Mexicans. Let an 
American try it, and suddenly you are 
asked to justify the war of 1848. You can 
try passing that off lightly, by saying 
some such thing as that you can’t even 
remember that war, even as you can’t 
quite remember the Alamo. But the odds 
are against you. 


The United States is singularly for­ 
tunate — this is the universal reading 
from a brief trip — to have as its ambas­ 
sador a career official, John Joseph 
Jcva, bilingual in Spanish, who is effec­ 
tive for just the right reasons. He un­ 
derstands and respects the Mexican peo­ 
ple. but, with eloquence and great 
resourcefulness — one learns — he 
manages to remind his hosts that his own 
country has its own problems, ^ a t they 
are very burdensome, and that in an age 
where public philanthropy becomes less 
and less workable, private capital 
becomes more and more important, so 
that the question arises with increasing 
urgency, is American capital — like the 
American tourist — welcome in Mexico?

being blinded by his own prejudices? I 
say it cannot be done; from the apparent 
wishes of the CPQA it is totally un­ 
workable, and these value judgments 
cannot be made in an objective manner 
in a teaching situation.

With the 
restrictions on ¡^rsonal growth that will 
exist, as 1 mentioned above, there clear­ 
ly will be a tremendously inferior type of 
education being produced. 
I am concerned, as is the CPQA, for a 
quality education for our children. 
Because ours is a society based on 
progress, our learning centers must 
prepare our young for the future. I am 
concerned indeed for the education of 
today’s children; concerned that their 
education may fall into the hands of a 
few short-sighted people who would glad­ 
ly sacrifice the future of our culture for 
the sake of a handful of blind values.

It appears that Lom­ 
poc area gets the short wid of the stick 
everytime we make a small request as 
concerns our parks. Take, for example. 
Ocean Park. Our only access to the 
ocean and beach has 
been in sad neglect 
years upon years. 
Once in awhile, a little 
cosmetology is ac­ 
complished and then 
the park officials dis- 
a p p e a r 
u n til 
cosmetology is called 
for again. 
We know the history 
of why nothing is done. 
It seems that the park 
program is wrapped 
up in a jungle of 
.bureaucracy that requires study upon 
study but no action upmi no action. It is 
truly only fit for the nesting birds and we 
strongly believe that’s the way the 
county park staff want to keep it. 
Another park, Miguelito, has a little 
problem. It seems that the bridge over 
the creek has been deemed unsafe. This 
declaration was made many, many 
weeks ago and persons desiring to unload 
foodstuffs for a major picnic or barbecue 
are now forced to Haul it in by hand. 
We heard reported that the cost of 
making Uie bridge safe would be $10,000. 
T^is item was placed in the county park 
budget by Mike Pahos, the county parks’ 
director, but the board of superviwrs, 
we think, wisely pulled it out. TTiey didn’t 
want to build the Brooklyn Bridge, they 
just wanted it to be brought up to struc­ 
turally safe requirements. Now one 
would think with all the engineering ex­ 
pertise and parks expertise in the mas­ 
sive county government swnebody would 
come up with a relatively inexpensive 
way of strengthening the bridge. 
Well, it hasn’t happened yet. There 
was a rumor that it was going to happen 
last week but we understand that Pahos 
rejected the idea. 
And then we take Ken Adam Park. 
This park has a long ways to go toward 
development and yet we see very little 
being done. In fact, recently a hedge 
bordering the driveway was removed to 
be replaced by railroad ties.
